Last year's brochure produced abundant fruit. Following the Civi: 
War the children cf Fryor Williams -- except one daughter -- left 
Lawrence County, Indiana for the Midwest. Our book was introduced in 
June at the annual Marion Kansas reunion of their descendants. Since 
that time the 20 pages of the Fryor \Viilliams ancestry have been amp- 
lified by an additional 20-page record of his descendants. This recon 
was compiled, mimeographed and distributed by a busy committee whose 
enthusiastic chairman was Mrs. Natalie Wheeler, RR 2, Marion, Kansas. 


The five generations of Dwelles of the above title begin with 
Lemuel Dwelle, born 1771 in albany County, New York, who married 
Lavina Francisco in 1799. They continue with his oldest son Jervis 
and grandson Ferguson, pioneer Kansas settler in Chase County; and 
the latter's son Donald and grandson Keith, both of Cedar Point, Kans. 


The record opens, of course, with Richard, the first American 
Dwelle, continuing through to the present century, giving mich data m 
ten generations instesd of the titular five. It is hoped that this 
greeting, after the example set by our Williams brochure, will inspire 
a continuation of Dwelle records down to the 1961 statistics. 


You who are interested in patrictic and heraldic society member- 
-Ship will find many trails opened through the records of this book. 
The first Richard Dwelley had military service in King Phillip's War. 
Abner Dwelley, Sr., the father of Lemuel, was a revolutionary veteran, 
as were also Lavina's father and grandfather, Abraham and John Fran- 
Cisco; and likewise Capt. John Greene of We.sterly, Rhode Island. The 
Greene line leads back via old Pionser John of Cuidnisset Neck, RI, 

to three Sureties of Magna Carta, to the Kings of Nermandy and France, 
to Alfred the Great and Charlemagne. Some familiy historians have alsc 
found a trail back from Lavina Francisco to that most famous of all 
Butch women of America, Anneke Jans Bogardus of New amsterdan, 


Our Dwelle research began three decades ago, with the Bible recow 
opened by Lemuel and Lavina following the birth in 1813 of their son 
James. The.Bible they used was published in 1812 by Geo. Long,Printer. 
The ink used in the original entries nearly 150 years ago is still 
fresher than much of yesterday's ball point script.

THE DVELLY NAME 


The Dwelly name and family are of ancient and honorable origin, 
though no one knows how ancient or just what the origin. London Gen- 
ealogist E. Dwelly found the name in England's first tax record. It 
is the Domesday Book, ordered to be made by william the Conqueror in 
the year 1086 -- a decade befors the beginning of the First Crusade-- 
for all English land holdings. 


Documentation of the name indicates possible origin in France, 
Spain, Normandy, Holland, or “lales. Mr. Dwelly, who operated his 
London record office in King's Road prior to Yorld Yar I and for many 
years thereafter, searched for half a century for the beginnings of 
his own family line. He was never successful in this quest. But he 
did find our American beginnings, and has started numerous American 
Dwelles on a happy and glorious ancestor hunt. 


He published at least two books on the subject: Dwelle Pedigres, 
American Branches, a sheaf of ancestral charts; and a Compendium of 
Notes on the Dwelly Family, a small but exceedingly interesting item 
published in King's Road in 1912. The variant spellings which follow 
begin with the year AD 1190 and run through records to the year i618, 
current with the beginning of the New England settlements. They give 
a record of four and a quarter centurnes of the Dwelly name.

RICHARD DWELLEY OF SCITUATE (1) 


Richard Dwelley (1) was born probably in Englad about 1610/20,the 
son of one John Dwelley. He died at Scituate, Mass., May 27, 1692. 
Date of birth has not been found nor is it known positively whether 
he was native of Englad or New England. The family has long assumed 
that the father, John, was the immigrant ancestor. But as far as act- 
val knowledge is concerned, Richard was the first bona fide represent 
ative of the family in New "England. He has therefore, by the decimal 
system of genealogical numbering, been given the number "1". 


Richard Dwelley, an early settler and one of the Jncorporators, 
May 18, 1653, of Lancaster, Mass., subscribed, with 47 others, to 
the Articles of Incorporation of the Town on February 18, 1654. 


May 18, 1653: "Court granted the rights of a township to = 
the families living there and others wishing to settle = 
there. The bounds shall be set out according to a deed = 
of the Indian Sagamore: Nashaway River at the passing = 
over to the center,5 miles north, 5 miles south, 5 miles = 
east and 4 miles west. That all who have possessed lotts = 
there shall have them confirmed to them, provided they = 
take the oath of fidelity.It shall be called Lancaster." = 


To this town came one John Prescott, who brought a millstone, 
finished his mill, and started to grind corn March 23, 1654. 


Richard Dwelley removed from Lancaster to Hingham, and later, 
about 1665, to Scituate where he built his home a mile north of th he 
Third Herring Brook. (Formerly known as tne Capt. Seth Foster place, 
in 1910 this old Dwelle home was owned by Henry D. Smith.) 


He married, first, (record not found, by whom he had 
issue the following and perhaps other children.

John Dwelley, son of Richard (1), was born about 1660, probably 
at Hingham, and lived near Dwelley's Creek, where he died, April l, 
1718. 


On January 4, 1692/30S at Scituate, he married Rachel Buck. The - 
daughter of Cornet John and grand-daughter of James Buck, she was 
born in 1674 and died in 17439. After the death of her first husband, 
vohn Dwelley, she married, 2nd, James Sprout of Middleboro. 


Cornet John Buck, Rachel's father, wag of Scituate before 1650 
and wag the first proprietor, 1651, of Walnut Tree Hill. He died 
abcut 1697. His wife, Rachel's mother, wag Elizabeth Holbrook, daugh- 
ter of Samuel Holbrook of Weymouth, grand-daughter of William Holbroc 
and great-grand-—daughter of Immigrant Thomas Holbrook of Weymouth.

Jedediah Dwelley, son of Jehn (12) and Rachel Buck, was born at 
Scituate, Mass., Sept. 5, 1698, and died there April 165, 1738. He 
married, Octooer 7, 1725, Elizabeth, daughter of Joseph House, and 
lived on the corner of Green and Pine streets in what is now known as 
Norwell. His widow, Zlizabeth, married end, July 1, 1744, Samuel

Abner Dwelley, son of Jedediah (125) of Scituate, was born Marché 
1733, at Scituate, Msss. “He published, Dec 20, 1755, an intention 
to larry Elizabeth Brown, and married her April ts. 1756. The sugges- 
tion by Historian Jedediah Dwelley (History of the Town of Hanover) 
that he may have married, 2nd, Deborah House, is not supported by the 
vital records of Scituate. 


About 1770, Abner Dwelley removed with his family from western 
Massachusetts, where he resided for a short time, to Albany County, 
New York. He settled at Schagticoke, later known as Dwelley's Eddy, 
about twelve miles north of Albany. This was in Albany County at the 
time, but later it became a part of Renssalaer County. Abner died in 
1803. His will was probated Oct. 18, 1803, at Troy, Renssalaer County, 


Abner Dwelley was a Soldier of the American Revolution, with ser- 
vice in Col. John McCrea's Thirteenth Regiment, Albany County Militia 
Abner Dwelle, Jr, his son, known as "Captain Abner", was an officer 
in the same regiment.

When the late historian, Jededian LDwelley of Hanover, dropped a 
guileless remark in 1910, he created a veritable cloud of fog. On 
page 156 of his Genealogical Section of the History of the Town of 
Hanover, he said simply enough: “Apner, son of Jedediah, married 
first, Dec. 20, 1755, Elizabeth Brown, probably a widow, and secondly 
probably, Mrs. Deborah House." 


Fortunately for Historian Dwelley, he did not survive his book 
long enough to have to shivver in the fog -- eventually degenerating 
into a California smog -=- which his undocumented suggestion engend- 
ered. A quarter of a century thereafter-- and maybe two quarters, 
until this very minute! -- Old Abner's descendants in New York, Mich- 
igen, Iowa, Kansas, Colorado and California have had genealogical 
aitters over this "probable" second wife. Which wife came to New 
York? and who were the half brothers and sisters of whom? 


Mr. E. Dwelly, the London genealogist, had not seen the Scituate 
vital statistics, published by the Essex Institute. Nor had the Han- 
over historian digested them thoroughly, er he would not have so 
casually dropped the "secondly, probably" into the record. The recoxs 
tell the story. Old Abner had but one wife. Deborah House, whether 
widow or spinster, or just a girl in love, married Abner Dwelle, Jr. 
Here are the Abner Dwelleys of the Scituate vital records:

On Sept. 15, 1799, he married 
Lavina, daughter of Abraham Francisco and Hester Vandercook. She was 
born in New York, Feb. 18, 1781. 

They removed to Schoharie County, and shortly thereafter estab- 
lished their home near Rushville, in Yates County, “jestern New York. 
Their children were all born there. Later in life they removed with 
other Dwelles and Franciscos to Grass Lake, Michigan. Lavina died 
there Sebruary 14, 1840. Lemuel survived her until 1848. Family 
tradition tells us the paternal picture of Old Lem Dwelle was made at 
Grass Lake on the very day of his death.

Jarvis Dwelle, son of Lemuel Dwelle (12546) and Lavina Francisco, 
was born near Rushville, Yates County, New York, December 31, 1800; 
and died there, February 21, 1882. A farmer by vocation, most of his 
adult life was spent in the vicinity of Rushville. Although known as 
Jarvis, his given name was spelled three other ways in three bible 
records: (1) in his father's Bible it was "Gervas"; (2) in his own 
Bible it was "Jervis"; (4) in the Richard Greene Bible it was 
"Gorvasse"; in other documents it was "Gervais" and "Jervice". It 
looks as though his mother Lavina wanted to give the French tradition 
a boost by giving her firstborn a French prenomen. 


He married, lst, Sept. 11, 1823, Polly, daughter of Richard Greene 
and Mary Edmonds.

The fifth generation of our American Dwelle family corresponds 
to the first of the five figuring in the title of this brochure. 
Lemuel Dwelle of Grass Lake is the first of our title, while his 
Children of the sixth generation constitute the titular second. 
Lemuel, the Sire, continued the family trek started by his father 
Abner before the Revolution when he left Massachusetts and settled 
"out west" on the Hudson River, near Albany. 


There at Dwelley's ‘Eddy, Lemuel was born in 1771. At the turn of 
the century he moved on to S¢charie County, and on to his "far west" 
in the then wilderness of Yates County. Some of the Dwelles and 
Franciscos had left for the "far wast" in Michigan before the Gold 
Rush of the '5Cs.

He was born at Rushville, NY, May 10, 
1852 2, but lived many years as a boy on a Steuben County farm near 
Avoca. In 1872 he had his picture taken-- just before he left for 
Chase County, Kansas, where he died near Cedar Point, Feb. 8, 1922. 


He married (lst) at kansas City, Mo., in 1886, Mrs. Ella J. 
(Black) Craig. She wag born Feb. 1, 1858} died Nov. 5, 1888, and is 
buried in the Dwelle plot in the Cedar Point Cemetery.

Elizabeth Anna Embree was the daughter of Ym. McBride Embree and 
Klizabeth Culbertson; grand-daughter of Elijah Embree, Soldier of 
1812 and Polly McBride; and of David Culbertson and Sarah Bright. 
Polly McBride's father was Capt. Wm. McBride, killed in Kentucky's 
Blue Licks Massacre during the Revolution. David Culbertson's father 
was Col. Samuel Culbertson of the Pennsylvania Militia; and Sarah 
Bright's father Henry was also a Soldier of the Revolution in Penna. 
Thus we see that although the Williamses were peaceful Quakers, the 
wife of Christopher had three Revolutionary Patriots in her ancestry. 


Ferguson Dwelle, with his brother Cuyler and his cousin John Coe 
Dwelle of Grass Lake, were among the earliest settlers of the Cotton- 
wood Valley, Chase County, Kansas. Cuyler Dwelle died there, single, 
in 1879. The John Coe Dwelle family removed, about 1907, to Chanute, 
Kansas. Ferguson Dwelle, a leading farmer and citizen of Cedar Point 
and Chase County, tilled the soil for 50 years. At his death in 1922 
his estate was appraised at $50,000 -~ a worthy estate to dig from 
the soil by the sweat of one's brow at a constant average of {1000 
profit per year.

John Coe, son of Abner Dwelle (125463) and Catherine Ann Coe, 
was born April 10, 1846; and died April 20, 1925, at Chanute, Kans.

She was born November 2, 1846, and 
died June 15, 1955. Abner Dwelle's family removed from Yates County 
New York to Grass Lake, Mich., about the end of the Civil War, when 
John Coe Dwelle was about 18 years of age.

Wm. J. Grimwood m., April, 1865, Henrietta Harmon Lybarger. She 
was b.

Graham Grimwood (known to everyone at Cedar Point as "Grimmy") 
operated a hardware and implement business with his father under the 
firm name of Grimwood and Son. After his father's passing he took his 
son H#dward into the firm, continuing under the same name, and branch- 
ing to Burns,Kans., before “orld Var II. In 1951 he solid out the 
Cedar Point store. But the one at Burns continued to operate as Grim 
wood and Son -- for by that time Edward had two boys ready to grow 
‘up in the business. 


After dispensing with his hardware business in '51, Graham Grin- 
wood was honored by the Republican County Committee with the nomina- 
tion to the office cf State Senator. He was elected in the campaign 
of '52, and thereafter until his death he spent a considerable part 
of his time in legislative duties at Topeka and various sections of 
the state. Mr. and Mrs. Grimwood resided at the State Capital much 
of this period, 1952-55. Yhile at his Cedar loint home with his wife 
and daughter uleanor, on Nov. 30, 1955, Senator Grimwood was stricken 
with a heart attack, and he died within a very short time. A numerous 
delegation of his legislative associates paid him memorial tribute 
by coming to Cedar Point for the funeral service. His remains lie in 
the family plot in the Cedar Point Cemetery.

Ed and Betty Grimwood, since their return to Burns, have put their 
diminutive village on the world map. In 1954 Betty proposed to her 
associates in the Woman's Society of Christian Service of the Burns 
Methodist Church, that they invite a few foreign students from the 
KU Campus at uawrence, to come to Burns for the Thanksgiving week-end 
It went over big! and this was the beginning of a great and endur- 
ing friendship between Citizens of Burns and a large and growing body 
of foreign students at the University of Kansas. Since then nearly 
every Burns family has entertained one or more foreign students on a 
holiday or week-end. Ed and Betty report that a total of 149 individ- 
ual students of 66 nationalities have been entertained in the village 
Of all shades of the human spectrum, these students do not come to 
Burns to be entertained;-- they come to see America at the grass 
roots, and to become for a brief moment intimate members of some real 
honest-to-gocdness American family. They ccok, scrub, wash dishes, 
work in the garden, carry dinner pails to the field, drive tracta, 
gc to Sunday School anda church. They rub elbows with Burns citizens 
c:. the streets and in the postoffice and stores, glad ail over to be 
atiie to feel that they, in a sense "belong" to this Little community. 


Two years ago Ed and Betty were called to Yashington as honor 
Buests at a congress of the Institute of International Education. 
On gan. 29, 1959, Betty received from the hand of Vice-Pres. Nixon, 
a Citation for the City of Burns for its friendly gestures toward 
forcisa students. (Sat.Eve.Post, Sept. 5, 1959: feature article.)

Eleanor Ann, daughter of Graham H, Grimwood and Ruth W. Dwelle 
(125461.13.4) was born October 19, 1921, at Cedar feet Tansee 
She bears as a given name, the names of her Grandmother Anna Williams 
and her Great-grandmother Eleanor Greene Dwelle. 


On completion of her high school work at Cedar Point in 1939, she 
"followed" her mother and her Aunt Alice to Kansas State Teachers 
College at iimporia, where in 1943 she earned teaching credentials for 
Kansas schools, and for commercial subjects in the secondary field. 
She taught three years at Humboldt prior to her marriage; and since 
then has taught five years in Florence High School. 


While teaching at Humboldt she met Ray B. Davidson, a handsome 
veteran just back from the ‘ar in Europe. They were married Jan. 26, 
1947, at Cedar Point. Her husband, Raymond Boyd Davidson, was born 
Sept. 28, 1919, at Walnut, Kansas, the son of James Edward Davidson 
and Mary Etta Boyd. James E. Davidson is the son of John Davidson 
and Hannah Bradshaw, both Kentuckians. Mary E. Boyd's parents were 
William Boyd and Mary Jane Henderson of Pennsylvania. It seems that 
these Pennsylvanians and Kentuckians all got together in Texas; and 
there in Parker County James @. Davidson saw the first light of day. 


Ray Davidson saw World Yar II military service of nearly four 
years (March 1. 1942 to Dec. 21, 1945) as a Corporal in the 64lst 
Field Artillery. This organization saw heavy veteran service in the 
invasion of Churchill's "soft under-belly of the Axis". Ray took part 
in the campaigns in Sicily, Naples, foggia, Rome-Arno sector, the 
Po Valley and the Northern Apennines. 


After a residence of about four years at Iola, where Ray did com- 
mercial work, the family removed to a farm three miles northeast of 
Florence, on Martin's Creek, a tributary of the Cottonwood. This has 
been their home since February 1951. It is a farm of 760 acres of 
timber, grazing and agricultural land, acquired some years ago by the 
Grimwood family. 


Ray and his boys Steve and Jeff are great farmers and horsemen. 
Jith their movie-named and movie-style ponies Trigger and Blaze, 
Steve and Jeff are enthusiastic cowboys. ‘Jhenever a parade comes 
along in their market towns, Fkorence or Marion, the three Davidsons 
and their spirited mounts are pretty sure to be in the line of march.

In the line of Jarvis Dwelle, the name has run out in the ninth 
generation.
